TO THE SELECTMEN OF THE TOWN OF PETERBORO :—Your Health 
Officers have attended to their duties and have tried to improve the 
sanitary condition of the town. 

Whenever any contagious or infectious disease has appeared every- 
thing has been done to restrict and prevent the spread of the disease. 

The year just passed has been a severe one for the aged as a glance 
at the figures will show. Of the 48 deaths from all causes, one-sixth 
of the number were from old age, 20 were over 60 years, 14 were over 
70 years, and 7 were over 80 years of age. 14 of the 48 deaths were 
under 2 years of age.

REPORT OF SGHOOI BOARD: 


We are pleased to be able te report a good and wholesome 
condition in our schools. Qur corps of teachers is, as a whole, 
an earnest, faithful and efficient one. We do not remember 
a time when we could speak of it in higher terms. As every 
one knows, the character and faithfulness of the teacher is the 
most potent factor in the prosperity of the school. Of course 
it is impossible to employ a number of teachers who are all 
ideally perfect in their calling; since teachers share the limita- 
tions of humanity. We therefore deem the situation of the 
schools of a town very satisfactory when it can be truthfully 
said, as it can be at the present time in Peterboro, that there 
are four or five excellent teachers; as many more that can be 
classed as goed teachers, and only two or three who are doing 
work that is not altogether satisfactory. 


VocaL Music. 

There is an urgent request frequently brought before us for 
the systematic teaching of vocal music in our schools. We 
have often considered the subject and have encouraged the 
teachers, who possess musical skill and training, to introduce 
singing into their schools; but as many of the teachers have 
little or no musical training, there seems to be no way of mak- 
ing a real success in this direction save by employing a teacher 
with the requisite skill who shall go from school to school and 
give the necessary training. 

We do not feel like recommending so large an additional ex- 
pense as would be involved in employing a teacher to devote 
her whole time to this work, but as there is a real need of as- 
sistance in the High School, it has occurred to us that it would 
be well worth this additional expense if a teacher were employed 
who could spend part of the time in High School work and de: 
vote the rest of the time to the teaching of vocal music. 

However, if we do this, a larger appropriation will be neces= 
sary, especially if we continue to give the additional two weeks 
which we have added to the length, of our schools during the 


last year. ; 
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SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENCE. 


The legislature of 1899 passed an act of which the following 
is the first and most important section: 

“Two or more towns or special districts, or their school 
boards, when duly authorized by their respective districts, may, 
by vote of each, form a supervisory district for the purpose of 
employing a superintendent of the public schools therein, who 
shall perform in each town the duties prescribed by law and by 
the regulations of the school boards, giving thereto his entire 
time.” 

Some other features of the act are the following: That no 
one shall be eligible to the office of a school superintendent ex- 
cept those who hold a permanent State teacher’s certificate and 
that one-half the superintendent’s salary shall be paid from the 
State Treasury. 

Superintendent Folsom recently called a meeting of the school 
boards of a group of towns, including Peterboro, to consider this 
matter and to urge the presentation of the subject to the voters 
of the various school meetings. We have put an article in the 
warrant which will enable you to act upon the question. A’ 
number of towns adjoining, or not very distant, will take action 
also, and it is quite probable that there will be enough towns 
willing to form a district with us if we care to take this step. 
We do not choose to be insistent in this matter, but bring it to 
your attention and ask you to consider it carefully. Among the 
arguments that are urged in favor of this new departure are the 
following: ‘That expert, trained supervision must, in the very 
nature of the case, be superior to the supervision that most 
school boards are either willing or able to give, and that this 
system, wherever it has been tried, has been so satisfactory, 
that the people are not willing to go back to the old system. 
From the fact that the state pays half the salary and that a 
district formed in this vicinity would necessarily consist of four 
or five towns, the expense to each town would not be large.
